Verdun

The (German plans seems originally
fo have been concentrate artillery,
munitions and men in guch force over
a limited length of front that the
wauld be irresistable, They!

the anclent fortress was such thal
the defenders bad thelr backs to the
river Meuse on twp gldes and because
sueccess there would glve the greatest
possible prestige with neutral powers
and the maximum comfort to thelr
own people. 1t was also possible they
ltnew whal subsequent politlcal events
in France disclosed—that the de-
fenses of Verdun were not, in view
of the fleld tactics of this war, as
strong as other parts of the front
It 1s the bellef of milltary experts
that the Germans hopedq to break
through tha front there and destroy
the French armies, It was impera-
tive that success be rapld, according
to this vlew, and when, after three
days, the advance was checked fn the
region of Douaumont the project had
falled, Generzl Petaln, as an gfficial
cltation later revealed, had time to
“re-establish a  delicate  situation.'
There was no longer hope of breaking
through the French front

EBvery yard of ground galned by the
Germans before Verdun since Febru-
ary 24, hds been 4t an extremely
heavy sangulnary cost. The continu-
ing of so expensive and fruitless an
operation has puzzled the crities. It
has been advanced that the Germans
perglsted with the object of exhausi-
ingE the French forces and preventing
an olfensive by the allies elsewhere.
If that end was in view, the suc-
<cesges of the allles in the battle of
the Somme show It was not attalned.

The battle of Verdun, If ordered
with the intention of interfering with
the offencive plans of the allles, (n
nowise diminished the chances of
carrying them out, whatever the fate

of the discarded fortress, It having
now no more significance apart f{rom
the prestige of the mname than any
other point along the front. Local
suecess there has long been discount-
ed and, in military opinion ecan have
no vital sffect, while the attemptling
of a wastage process by the central
powers at Lhis stnge of the war Is held
to be illusery and certainly enormous-
lv costly. The Central empires have
no longer Teserves in such numbers
that they can afford to launch them
against the allles In the mere hope
of inflleting more damage than they
suffer,

The *herole defensa of Verdun, on
the other hand, has been for the allles
one of the notable developments of
the war. It held German reserves
there In such numoers as to put an
end to the shifting of troops from
front to front. It prevented the rein-
forcement of the Austrians, suffering
from the losg of prisoners, with per-
haps as many casualties, to the armies
under General Brussiloff. It obliged
the Germans to proiong during five
months a vast dally expenditure of
projectiles that was expected to con-
tinue only a few days, and has so
drawn upon their reserve of munitions
that [n the battle of the Somme they
were able to reply to the French and
British guns in the proportion of only
one shot for three,

The successiul defense of Verdun
and the successful offensives of the
allles in the north of France and on
the western front show at the end ol
the second year of the war that the
finally-prepared war map on which
the German chancellor held that the
allies ought to accept negotiations is
undergoing  singular modifleations,
with the Russians occupying Buko-
wina and part of Galicla; the Italians
recovering territory lost in the recent
Austrian offensive and stil] in posses-
slon of the Isonzo region, apd with
the French and British in possession
of more than 30 villages on the banks

e

of the Somme that had been occupled
by the Germans for 20 months and
each of them transformed in the
meantime irto miniature fortresses.

The allies nave caught up with the
advantage of the central powers In
praparation, and any further modifi-

cations of the respective positions of!

the contending forces, it is believed,
must be reconquest of invaded terri-
tory by the allies,

The destruction of adversary forces
Is another and a far more dificult
matter. In this war the end may be
nearer than many hope or may yet be
far dlstant. There are no bases on
which to caleulale the progress of
military operations or the resistance
of the belligerants, éven when ap-
parently deomed to defeat. What (s
clear is that the anticipated ascend-
ency of the allles, arising from thelr
unrestricted resources, appears to
bave been reallzed.
